FRANCHISE EXTENDED

The 50th Anniversary of the 
year in which Canada's women 
were first allowed to votein the 
Federal Eletions will be comm¬ 
emorated by a Canada Post Off¬ 
ice 5c stamp to be released on 
the 24th May, 1967. Postmaster 
General. Jean-Pierre Cote ann¬ 
ounced today. 

Although complete enfranch¬ 
isement for Canadian women in 
national elections was not gran¬ 
ted until 1918, the Wartime el¬ 
ection Act of 1917 permitted vo. 
tes to those who had relatives in 
the country's armed services. 

Appropriately, the new stamp 
os based on a design concieved 
by Helen Fitzgerald of Toronto; 
it is medium in size, vertical in 
format and produced in colours 
of mauve, bleck and grey.. The 
design symbolizes womanhood 
upheld by the power of the bal¬ 
lot incorporated in the pedestal¬ 
like support. Miss Fitzgerald has 
achieved considerable success in 
the field of Canadian Stamp de¬ 
sign; her work has appeared on 
six previous stamps during rec¬ 
ent years. 

Twenty-four and one-half mil¬ 
lion Women's Franchise stamps 
have been produced by the lith¬ 
ographic printing process on the 
premises of the Canadian Bank 
Note Company Limited, Ottawa.

CONTROL OF DOGS 


1. It has come to my atten¬ 
tion that existing orders concern¬ 
ing the- control of dogs in the 
PMQ area ar e being disregard¬ 
ed by some occupants. 

2. This has resulted in the 
uncontrolled animals fouling 
other occupants lots and knock¬ 
ing over garbage cans. There 
have been reports of at least 
three children being bitten‘by 
these animals. The situation has 
finally culminated in one child 
being knocked over and dragged 
along the street by the dog, 
causing a severe welt on the 
child's throat. 

3. I wish to point out that 
Standing Orders require that dogs 
are not permitted to run loose 
at anytime within the confines 
of the Base. They must be 
kept on a leash and unde r the 
control of a responsible person. 
The only exception to this will 
be in cases where dog owner's 
wish to exercise their dogs, they 
may do so in the remote areas 
of the Base provided the person 
exercising th e dog is able to 
maintain control of it. 

4. When dogs are tied out¬ 
side a PMQ the leash or rope 


must be secure and of a length 
that will prevent the animal 
from running on other occupants 
property. In the event that a 
dog is tied outside a PMQ, a 
responsible person must be pres¬ 
ent in the PMQ to make pe¬ 
riodic checks to insure that the 
dog has not broke from the re¬ 
straint. It is insufficient to tie 
a dog outsid e the PMQ and 
leave it unattended for a num- 
br of hours while all responsible 
occupants ar e absent and hope 
the dog will be there when they 
return. 

5. These orders are essential 
to ensure that the right of all 
occupants to quiet enjoyment of 
their residence and the safety of 
our children are protected. I 
view'the disregard of the orders 
as a flagrant violation of serv¬ 
ice discipline.'-In the event of fu¬ 
ture occurences the owners per¬ 
mission to have a dog in their 
PMQ will be rescinded. Repeated 
occurrences will necessitate a re¬ 
view of the occupant's fitness 
to remain in Quarters.

FAREWELL TO COMMITTEEMAN 


Negotations are underway for 
the purchase of some 175 new 
command and reconnaissance ve¬ 
hicles to further increase the 
mobility and effectiveness of the 
Canadian Army. 

To replace the Ferret scout car 
the new vehicle will be called the 
LYNX and will be used by rec¬ 
onnaissance units and elements 
of the fighting units. It will car¬ 
ry the 50 and a .30 calibre ma¬ 
chine gun. 

The vehicles will be manufact¬ 
ured by the FMC Corporation of 
San Jose, California manufact¬ 
urer of the M113A armoured 
personnel carrier, now in the Can¬ 
adian Forces inventory. 

The total cost of the reconn¬ 
aissance vehicles, including equ¬ 
ipment and spar e parts will be 
in excess of $10,000,000.00 

The FMC reconnaissance veh¬ 
icle is a highly agile, lightweight 


full tracked armoured vehicle 
capable of amphibious and rou¬ 
gh cross-country operations as 
well as normal highway operat¬ 
ion. 

Operated by a crew of three, 
it is 15 feet long and has a com¬ 
bat weight of 18,500 pounds. 
Top land speed is 44 m.p.h. with 
a cruising range of 325 miles. 
It can easily be prepared for air¬ 
borne operations. 

An important feature is that 
the principal suspension and po¬ 
wer-train components are inter¬ 
changeable with those of the 
Ml 1 3A armoured personnel carr¬ 
iers. 

The first LYNX is scheduled 
for delivery late in 1967. 

The Ferret Scout car, which 
was introduced into the Canad¬ 
ian Army in 1954. will gradually 
be phasd out of service. 


I iff in,, the naval reserve division 
at Port Arthur, Ont., will acc¬ 
ompany them across the Great 
Lakes.

GOLDEN CENTENNAIRES 

Golden jet aircraft trailing plu¬ 
mes of coloured smoke will fla¬ 
sh across the site of Expo 67 
heralding the opening of the 
World Exhibition and introducing 
the Armed Forces areobatic dis¬ 
play team, the Golden Centenn- 
aires, in their preimere perform¬ 
ance for Centennial year. 

The thousands of guests gath¬ 
ered for the opening ceremonies, 
besides thrilling to the roar of 
the Centennaires' Tutor jet train¬ 
ers, will see a 100-man guard 
of honour from the third batt- 
allion Royal 22nd Regiment and 
a 45-man band of the Black 
Watch (Royal Highland Regim¬ 
ent) of Canada which will be in¬ 
spected by the Governor General. 
A 21-gun Royal salute will be 
fired by a troop from the 4th 
Regiment, Royal Canadian Horse 
Artillery. 

Later in the day the Golden 
Centennaies will present their full 
aerobatic show: 40 minutes of 
high speed precision flying at 
this first of the 100 locations 
where they will perform during 
the following 6 months. 

The Tutor jets flown by the 
Centennaires are the first all 
Canadian built and designed air¬ 
craft to be used by a Canadian 
aerobatic team. 


R.C.A.F. TO MOVE TO LAHR 

Negotations have been comp¬ 
leted with the French Govern¬ 
ment of the Federal Republic 
of Germany for th e move of un¬ 
its of 1 Air Division from Metz 
and Marville in France to an air¬ 
base in Lahr in South Germany. 
The Lahr airbase is now occupied 
by the French air force. 


An advance party from Air 
Division is now in Lahr and the 
move of the units will be comp¬ 
leted by March 31. Some famil¬ 
ies of the servicemen will be 
remaining in France until the 
end of the school year. 

Until such time as for the 
French air units now are ready 
in France later this year, the 
base at Lahr will be shared by 
the R.C.A.F. and the French 
air force.

CANADIAN SOLDIERS 
ON GUARD DUTY 
IN EGYPT 

Canadian soldiers will take 
over security guard duties this 
month at the two camps in Egypt 
used by the Canadian contingent 
with the United Nations Emer¬ 
gency Force. 

Camp Rafah, the Canadian 
base in the Gaza Strip, has been 
guarded by Brazilian infantrymen. 
El Arish, the loction of 115 Air 
Transport Unit RCAF, has been 
guarded by Yugoslav security 
troops. 

The 1st Battalion, Princess 
Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry 
in Edmonton will provide a pla¬ 
toon commander and 64 men for 
the one-year tour of security 
duty. 

This is another step in the 
reorganization of the force begun 
a year ago. In February 1966, 
the 1 20-man Canadian reconnais¬ 
sance squadron was withdrawn 
and a further decrease of 62 Ca. 
nadian signallers, enginers, driv¬ 
ers and supply personnel is now 
taking place. 

On completion of the current 
changes, the Canadian contingent 
strength will be about 800 com¬ 
pared to over 90u before the 
recoi inaisance squadron was with¬ 
drawn. 


HOUSING UNITS 
TO BE BUILT 

One hundred housing units will 
be built for service families at 
Canadian Forces Base North Bay. 
It is expected they will be com¬ 
pleted this fall at a total cost 
of approximately $1,462,000. 

Turret Construction and Hous¬ 
ing Co., Ltd., will build 70 semi¬ 
detached houses at Morlandville, 
and 24 four-bedroom and six- 
five-bedroom fully detached 
houses in Dalesview whicn will be 
leased to th e Department of Na¬ 
tional Defence. Both sub-divi¬ 
sions are in the Township of 
Widdifield. 

Monthly rentals will range from 
$129.75 for the smaller units 
to $ 144 for the four-bedroom 
and $149 for the five bed-room 
houses. 

Already in the area are 290 
units owned by Turret Construc¬ 
tion and Housing on lease to 
National Defence. In addition, 
there ar e 234 permanet married 
quarters on the military base. 


EL ARISH, EQYPT — A tiny 
Canadian community flourishes 
150 yards from the Mediter¬ 
ranean on the north coast of the 
Sinai desert. 

It's Marina Camp, home of 90 
officers and men of the RCAF's 
1 15 Air Transport Unit which for 
ten years has supported the UN 
Emergency Force along the Pale¬ 
stine, Egyptian and Israeli bor¬ 
ders. 

Marina is a former RCAF rest 
camp, seven miles from the unit's 
three Caribou aircraft at El Arish 
airport. Heat and sand beset 
both aircraft and men but bore¬ 
dom is the most persistent, 
enemy. 

A variety of off-hour activity 
and the chance to travel to. 
a dozen cities in the storied 
Middle East make morale "very 
high" according to the command¬ 
ing officer, Wing Commander 
James Fitzsimmons, of Lindsay, 
Ont,, 

"This may be somewhat sur¬ 
prising," W/C Fitzsimmons said, 
'when one considers that the 
servicemen do not see their fa¬ 
milies during their one-year tour 
of duty.' His own family awaits 
him in Ottawa. 

The unit is strong on sports, 
mainly baseball, volleyball, and 
tennis, however, the summer af¬ 
ternoons are too hot for sports. 
When a wind blows from the 
desert an open window is like 
an open furnace door. 

Because of the climate, work¬ 
ing hours are restricted to the 
morning, except for crews re¬ 
quired for afternoon flights. 

Because of the heat,, sports are 
usually held in the evening and 
these also include archery, bad¬ 
minton. horse-shoes and a nine- 
hole pitch-and-putt golf course. 
Swimming facilities include a 
beach house with -clean sand and 
a good surf nearby, a lifeguard, 
sauna room, weight-lifting appar¬ 
atus and even a masseur. 

Nightly movies are free, in¬ 
doors or outdoors depending on 
the weather. A camp chapel has 
services each Sunday. A library 
with 1,500 books is still growing. 

Radio Marina, a closed circuit, 
venture which celebrated its first 
birthday in January, is one of the 


biggest morale boosters. With 
speakers in all messes and quar¬ 
ters, more than a dozen volunt¬ 
eer disc jockeys stand two-hour 
tricks, drawing from 2,500 re¬ 
cords. 

About 45 taped programs from 
the CBC are kept, on hand and 
another 25 from private stations 
such as CHUM, Toronto; WKSW, 
Buffalo, N.Y., and Ottawa's 
C F R A provide variety. Radio. 
Marina also carries news and 

sports when short wav e recep¬ 
tion permits. 

Volunteer announcers receive 
a 14-karat gold mike lapel pin 
after 150 hours on the air. Sta¬ 
tion manager is F/L Gale Winter- 
burn of Prince Albert, Sask. Pro¬ 
duction manager is LAC Ron 

Falls, of Leicester, England, and 

the technical manager is Cpl. 
Hugh McKay, of Ottawa. The 
station operates at least ten 

hours a day, longer on weekends. 

The unit has its roots in the 
RCAF communications flight 
formed on Nov. 9, 1956, at Abu 
Suweir near the Suez Canal as 
part of the embryo United Na¬ 
tions Emergency Force. 

It first used four Otter air¬ 
craft which flew from the Cana¬ 
dian aircraft carrier Magnificent 
at Port Said in January, 1957. 
Three Dakota aircraft were also 
allocated for the heavier freight 
runs in the build-up of the UN 
force. 

As Isreli forces withdrew from 
th e Sinai peninsula in 1957 the 
air base for the force was shifted 
to El Arish. The unit has two 
roles—air transport and air ob¬ 
servation. Flying is good but th e 
territory is bleak, barren desert 
and mountainous country. Radio 
navigation aids are minimal and 
pilots must puickly develope a 
map reading skill. 

Pilots fly five or six days a 
week ( averaging about 60 hours 
a month. During 1966 they car¬ 
ried 26,427 passengers and 
2,636,539 pounds of freight and 
baggage.

As the RCAF's solo aerobatic jet 
pilot, the Red Knight., he will per¬ 
form his 14-minute air show 100 
times in six months. The coast- 
to-coast schedule is the busiest 
since the Red Knight originated 
at Portage la Prairie, Man., in 
1959 as RCAF Training Com¬ 
mand's contribotion to the 50th 
anniversary of powered flight in 
Canada. 

Fit, Lt, Waters, 29, is from 
Peterborough and London, Ont. 
Officer comanding the Canadian 
Forces Recruiting Center at Kit¬ 
chener, Ont., until recently, he 
has returned to Canadian Forces 
Base Portage la Prairie tq fly the 
Red Knight's brilliant red T-33 
Silver Star jet trainer. He was 
graduated as a pilot at Portage la 
Prairie ten years ago (March 15, 
1957) and served as a T-33 fly¬ 
ing instructor at Gimli, Man, for 
the next three-and-a-half years. 

The RCAF Red Knight was 
named after Germany's ace, the 
Baron Von Richtofen, whose dar¬ 
ing air-fighing exploits in his fa¬ 
mous red bi-plane earned him the 


title, “Red Knight of Germany" 
in the First World War. 

The Red Knight show is per¬ 
formed close to the display area 
at speeds close to 600 miles an 
hour. He experiences a force of 
up to “7G" causing him to weigh 
over 1,100 pounds. An anti-'G' 
suit prevents “blacking out." 

Flying Officer Rod Ellis, 23, of 
Bathurst, N.B., will be the com¬ 
mentator and replace Fit. Lt. 
Waters in case of illness. Cor¬ 
porals Bob Hawes, of Regina, and 
Greg Moore, of Penticton, B.C., 
are crew chief and crew man. 

The Red Knight's first 1967 
show will be at CFB Portage la 
Prairie on April 14 at a wings 
parade which may be attended by 
the Minister of National De¬ 
fence,, the Hon. Paul Hellyer. The 
largest crowds to see his air- 
shows will probably be at the Ca¬ 
nadian International Air Show, 
CNE, Toronto, September 1 and 2. 

Flight Lieutenant Jack Waters 
was born July 10, 1937, at King¬ 
ston, Ontario. He attended St. 
Peter's School, Peterborough, 
Ont., and Catholic Central High 
School, London, Ont. 


CANADIAN GUARDS 
EXERCISE IN TROPICS 

A 100 man company group 
from the 1st battalion of the 
Canadian Guard, Canada's U.N. 
standby battalion has been prov¬ 
ing its worth daily in this sub¬ 
tropic training area on Vieques 
Island, Puerto Rico. 

Since arrival by RCAF aircraft 
from Trenton, Ont.. last week, 
they hav e been training non-stop 
in guerilla warfar e tactics in hot. 
sticky 90° temperatures. The 
operation. Exercise Peace Keeper, 
is being conducted simultaneously 
with a series of large scale naval 
manoeuvres by ships and aircraft 
of Maritime Command in opera¬ 
tion Maple Spring under the com¬ 
mand of the Canadian Fleet 
Commander, Comodore R. H. Leir 
of Penticton, B.C. The exercise 
is designed to provide the soldiers 
with practical sub-tropical train¬ 
ing. 

Large guerilla infiltrations re¬ 
quired the company group under 
Captain G, Facey of Picton. Ont., 
to fight a withdrawl and evac 
ate from the beaches. The entire 
company group was evacuated 
from Vieques Island by ships of 
the RCN's 7th Escort Squadron 
from Halifax under Captain A. L. 
Collier, RCN, Salmon Arm, B.C. 
According to Lt. Col. J. G. Haynes 
of Toronto, Commanding Officer 
1st Canadian Guards, “the with¬ 
drawal was a tremendous success. 
The men were met on the beach 
by the helicopter-destroyers Mar- 
garee and Ottawa and in less than 
15 minutes took off the waiting 
troops, slipped their lines and 
headed for San Juan, Puerto Rico 
in extremely rough seas." The 
Captain of the Margaree is Cdr. 
R. C. MacLean of St. Boniface, 
Manitoba and Halifax. While Cdr. 
J. P. Cote of Quebec City skippers 
the Ottawa.

ARMED FORCES TATOO 

The lights dim, come up again 
and there sits a Mark 2B Spit¬ 
fire, SOP 8332, in an operational 
tableau unmistakenly "Battle of 
Britain". A siren sounds, "scr¬ 
amble is called, the engine, 
roars to lif e and the aircraft be¬ 
gins to taxi. As the lights dim 
again a Merlin engine roars off 
into the darkness over the crowd 
This is one of the Second Wor¬ 
ld War scenes in the Canadian 
Armed Forces Tatoo that will 
be seen at seven outdoor stadium 
performances across Canada. 

The Spitfire now sits at No. 
6 Repair depot at Canadian For¬ 
ces Base Trenton, Ont., where it 
is undergoing the extensive mod¬ 
ification necessary for transport¬ 
ing it by truck or rail. The wings 
are being removed and new ones 
built which can be taken off in 
minutes. An electric motor is

No. 3677 RETURNS AFTER 
TEN YEARS IN EGYPT 

EL ARISH, EGYPT—The long 
flight back to Canada for RCAF 


Otter aircraft 3677 was almost 
as unusual as its trip to Egypt 
ten years earlier. . 

It arrived in Egypt secured to 
the flight deck of the aircraft 
carrier Magnificent on Jan. 19, 
1957. It left on Jan. 15, 1967, 
in crates secured inside a huge 
Hercules transport. 

During the decade, however, it 
helped write an impressive chap¬ 
ter in the history of both the 
RCAF and Canada's peacekeeping 
contributions. 

In 1957 No. 3677 was one 
of four Otters which had been 
taken to Port Said along with 
other supplies and men by the 
Magnificent, They were to sup¬ 
port the embryo UN emergency 
force in the Middle East. 

In their ten years less four 
days in Egypt the high wing 
monoplanes averaged 195 hours 
of flying each month totalling 
three and a quarted million air 
miles. 

Painted white with blue UN 
markings, the Otters were known 
over a dozen Middle Eastern cities 
in half a dozen countries through¬ 
out the eastern Mediterranean 
area. 

The Otter was originally de¬ 
signed to operate in Canada's 
north. It carries nin e passengers 
with a crew of two, or a payload 
of 2,000 pounds, up to 750 
miles. Produced by de Havilland 
Aircraft of Canada, Toronto, it 
first came into RCAF service 
in 1953. 

By 1960, the RCAF had 66 
Otters used in supply, communi¬ 
cations, search and rescue, and 
by auxiliary squadrons. 

A flight to a few of the 
UNEF outposts in th e Sinai was 
all that was needed to convince 
the medics the Otter could handle 
emergencies. 

The initial four Otters plus 
three Dakotas operated in Egypt 
from Abu Suweir, a few miles 
west of Ismailiya on the Suez 
Canal system. The base later 
advanced to El Arish airport 
seven miles from the Mediter¬ 
ranean and 60 miles from the 
Gaza headquarters. 

The last Otter flight in Egypt 
was by Otter 3677, which made 
a training flight to Aswan and 
Luxor Jan. 3-6 this year. Then 
the wings, tail assembly, under¬ 
carriage and prop were taken off 
and the whole lot loaded into 
a Hercules air transport and 
flown back to Air Transport Com¬ 
mand headquarters in Trenton, 
Ontario.
